Increased camp accommodation 
and a step-up in the output of uni- 
forms by Canadian factories is re- 
ceiving the attention of the govern- 
ment in preparation for the training 
of many, thousands of young Cana- 
dians this summer. These will be re- 
cruits for the Non-Permanent Active 
Militia or draftees under the National 
Resourees Mobilisation Act. 

The Canadian Active Service Force 
gets first call on training facilities, 
while the militia is given preference 
over the men called up for compuls- 
ory training for home defence, 

Recruiting for the C.A.8.F., which 
is proceeding at the rate of about 
1,000 men a week, was given added 
impetus by Hon. J. L, Ralston's an- 
nouncement that 40,000 more recruits 
were needed.

tiles per hour. It was found, how- 
ever, that the disc .furrow openers 
had a tendency to “run out of the 
ground” at these higher speeds unless 
extra pressure was exerted on the 
depth control lever and springs.. It 
was found that the uniformity of ac- 
tual ground speed, which determines 
to a great extent the evenness of the 
seeding, was considerably better at 
higher speeds. 

Newer style seed drills designed for 
high speed work provide for better 
furrow opener pressure regulation, 
larger seed boxes and higher speed 
bearings ‘and wearing parts which 
will improve their Jasting qualities at 
increased speeds of working. 

Tillage machinery tests conducted 
by the, Swift Current Station definite- 
ly prove the necessity for working 
tillage implements at the speeds for 
which they were designed. Practic- 
ally all equipment to date has been 
designed for horse or old style trac- 
tor speeds of from 2 to 3.5 miles per 
hour. <Any increase in working over 
this speed results in excessive pulver- 
ization, churning or loosening of the 
soil which may prove to be disastrous 
from an erosion and crop production 
standpoint. These tests have also 
proven that implements designed for 
high speed work and used with high 
speed tractors will produce very de- 
sirable tillage results. 

High speed tillage requires from 15 
to 20 per cent. more power for the 
same width of implement than slow 
tillage work, but it has been shown 
that an increased acreage may be 
covered in a given length of time 
with smaller high speed equipment at 
an overall saving in cost per acre. 

Slow speed implements are not de- 
signed mechanically to stand the ex- 
tra strain of high speed work. Bear- 


The shape of 
moldboards, shares, shovels, discs, 
blades and all other soil moving parts 
must be correct for the speed with 
which they ore pulled if the desired 
degree of tillage work is to be ex- 
pected. Differences in soil moisture 
content wili allow different speeds of 
work with any tillage machine but 
the resulting tillage job is the im- 
portant factor—not just the conven- 
lence of the hired man. 

The increasing selection of speeds 
available in modern tractors makes it 
possible to do tillage work according 
to the dictates of exact time and 
quality rather than the necessity of. 
working at only one or two unalter- 
able speeds which previously con- 
trolled both time and quality. 


THE ANNUAL CLEAN-UP 
‘The importance of the annual clean 
up for all poultry yards and equip- 
ment is a matter worthy of greater 
attention than the average flock man- 
ager recognizes. The practical value 
of maiataining sanitary conditions on 


| the commercial poultry plant as well 


as on the farm has been proven many 
times over. The high death rate 
commonly encountered in laying stock 
could be greatly lowered if flock own- 
ers would practice even ordinary san- 
|itary precautions the ‘year round, 
states G, C. Hodgson, poultry division 
Central Experimental Farm, Ottawa. 

June is.an excellent month to start 
a concentrated clean-up program. 
Nesting material, litter, and overhead 
straw should be removed from the 
pens and burned. All movable house 
fixtures should be taken out, scraped, 
scrubbed and disinfécted, Within the 
hen house the floor, walls, ceiling, 
dropping boards, and feed hoppers 
should be thoroughly cleaned. The 
floors should get gpecial attention as 
many poultry diseases can be traced 
directly to filthy floor conditions. 
Once the litter is removed the whole 
floor area should be carefully cleaned 
right down to the concrete or bare 
boards and then thoroughly disin- 
fected. Besides the hen house, the 
brooder houses, feed house, and col- 
ony houses demand equal care if the 
healthy chicks and layers are to be 
reared in successive years. 

In all cleaning operations, washing, 
scrubbing and the liberal use of dis- 
infectant is strongly advised. Whiere 
possible, water pressure applied by 
means of a hose is an excellent meth-

Culling, at this time of year, should 
also be mentioned as many: consider 
this operation a real clean up of non- 
layers and birds in poor health. 
Cleaning out a flock of unproductive 
birds often eradicates many potential 
disease carriers and in this manner 
alone the health of the whole flock is 
improved and the mortality of the 
coming winter, correspondingly re- 
duced. 

The importance of the annual clean 
up cannot be over-emphasized. The 
essentialness of this practice in good 
poultry management has shown itself 
worthy many times over in lowered 
flock mortality, improved health, liv- 
ability and increased egg production.

War, ter- 
rible though it is, is but.a transitory 
phase ich will end. Human beings 
will live on after the war in a world 
which will be to a degree as good or 
bad as we who are involved in the 
war make it. 

If; we hold close to our hearts the 
ultimate ideal of health and happi- 
ness for our people as the things for 
which we are fighting not only will it 
ensure a better world after the war 
but it will make it easier for us to 
win the present struggle against the 
forces of evil. The waste and wick- 
edness of unnecessary disease and 
death resulting from such disease 
should be even more evident in war- 
time than in peace-time and efforts 
to prevent illness in war-time should 
be more strenuous than ever before. 


One deplores thie short sightedness | 


of governments which attempt to 
economize by reducing expenditures 
on health conservation machinery. 
The inevitable result must be increas- 


»} ed illness and death rates and ultim- 


ately greater than smaller costs to 


_| the community at a time when above 


all other times we cannot afford 
waste. The citizen who dies of tuber- 
culosis is just as dead as the soldier 
who dies on the battlefield. The cost 
of a hospital bed occupied because of 
unnecessary diphtheria or typhoid 
fever is a cost which should be avoid- 
ed and deaths from these causes are 
a depletion of our most valuable as- 
sets—our human capital. | 

If the war is to be a long war, and 
it now seems that it probably will be, 
these facts should be borne in mind 


let-up in the fight against disease, 
There should be no possibility of losing 
the war by neglect on the home front 
as Germany did in the last war. 


“Health” does not hesitate to call 
these considerations to the attention 


of all governments, Dominion, Pro- 
vincial and Municipal, and of all 
citizens upon whom the responsibility 
for the action of governments rests. 


Each individual should endeavor 
to keep his own health at as high a 
level as possible and to see that every. 
effort is made to preserve the health 
of its fellow citizens.

BLANKET SHIPMENT 
DIVERTED TO ENGLAND 


The capitulation of France to the 
enemy has made necessary a change 
in disposition of blankets donated to 
the Canadian Red Cross. Originally 
intended for suffering refugees and 
wounded soldiers in France, the first 
shipment was fortunately diverted to 
Englund, where they will be stored 
until needed. The remainder—about 
60,000—will be held in Canada. 

Already the Red Cross has loaned
